This 
type of termination usually occurs vhen you suffer a pouter loss, press the 
RESET key, press the BREAK key or turn your machine off while processing 
within a program. Conversly a normal termination is one vi*iere the oortputer 
is turned off at IRSDOS Ready. 


Solution 

When an abnormal termination happens any data files you were vorking 
with at the time are no longer useable, even if they appear to be good. 
SoHE programs are able to detect this type of error as an EBRCXl 98. The 
EJxve programs do not. You must — 

QQ TO TOUR BACKUP. 

For Plard Disk users, RESTC^ your system. 

If you continue processing, results are unpredictcible. 

Remember that the first thing you should do after bringing ip backup 
data files as your new working data files is to create a new set of backcp 
data files. 

We have developed a patch to RUNOOBOL that will eussist you in 
determining if you are having the above probl^. However, it is not the 
oonplete answer. When this patch is in place euid the program dete r mines 
that the error has occured it will issue the following messeige, 

(DATA FII£ NAME) ERROR 34 

When you press ENTER than all files that are open will be closed and 
the program will go to IRSOOS Ready. In this way you will know that you 
should go to your backup.
